NO PLAN OF ACTION. 

No; they had no concerted plan of action, 
and the battle was fought on their side with 
absolutely no regard for tactical advantages.

They say that they depended 
on the reports made by their army officers as 
to the condition of the forces in the field and 
the defences of the city, and were utterly de- 
ceived. 

Isaw Senor Don Claudia Vicuna, who was 
elected president to succeed Balmaceda and 
who is now a refugee aboard the German 
flagship, thismorning. He acknowiledges that 
the defeat of the government is final and 
that any further resistance would be simply 
a useless waste of force and destruction of 
life and property. This seems to be the gen- 
eral opinion among tbe adherents of the Gov- 
ernment here. 

BALMACEDA ESCAPES. 

Every possible effort is being made by the 
Congressionalist leaders to discover the 
whereabouts of Balmaceda, but up to this 
time they have not succeeded in 
finding a trace of him. The 
impression is growing that the 
President and somerof the officers of the 
fieet are making all possible efforts to escape 
from the country by way of some 
of the passes in the Andes. 
It is now winter in this country and ft is 
a task sufficient to daunt the strongest man 
to make his way overland to Montevideo or 
Buenos Ayres. 

THE STOLEN MILLION. 

The Junta has already taken steps to get 
hold of the thirty tons of silver bullion which 
was taken from the treasury by al- 
maceda and sitipped on the British 
sloop of war Espiegle to Buenos Ayres 
there to be transhipped to Europe. The 
treasury is empty, but it is doubtful if it will 
be refilled by this silver. 

Senor Jorge Montt announces to-day that

you any message at all from this city showing 
the progress of the war and the public 
would not have been informed of recent 


events for weeks to come, and then 
only through slow mail connec 
tions. The Unes to Europe via 


Buenos Ayres have been interrupted in 
consequence of military operations, and the 
Central and South American cable, there- 
fore, was the only means of communication 
with the outside world. Much praise is due 
fts officers and managers for their en- 
ergy and just management during 
this critical period. They have just arranged 
to extend the free use of the cable to the au- 
thorities of Valparaiso and Iquique for official 
messages and to acquaiut the friends and

SENTIMENT IN EUROPE. 


ENGLAND, FRANCE AND GERMANY WELCOME 
THE NEWS FROM CHILI. 

Loepon, Aug 29.—The news from Chili has 
caused the most profound sensation in Lon- 
don. When, overthe official signature of a 
Ohilian minister, a dispatch came on Thurs- 
Gay stating that the insurgents had sur- 
rendered, everybody accepted it as the end 
of the war. The news was not welcome in 
London where the sympathy is strongly with 


the side of the revolutionists, but it 
was not supposed possible that a 
false report of such a plan and 


clear-cut character would be cabled through- 
out the world and the truth of the statement 
was not therefore questioned. Then came 
the dental from Pedro Montt, chief of the 
revolutionary junta, followed this morning 
by the authoritative news of the defeat of 
Balmaceda’s forces and the surrender of 
Valparaiso. 

Apart from any political issue, the result ts 
a great relief to British commercial interests, 
which have been injured to the extent of 
millions of pounds by the existing embargo 
on traffic; for although commerce has not 
deen , it has been greatly ham- 
pered. It is said that now there will bea 
speedy end of the conflict, and that commer-

The insurgents have received sympathy in 
Great Britain. When the secret history of 
the war is told. it will be found that the land- 
and to some extent, too paval operations of 
the Congress party have Deen directed by En- 
glishmen, and their Secretary for War, Col. 
Holley, is said to be either an Englishman or 
an American. The Britsh press is unanimous 
against Balmaceda, and freely every day he 
has been denounced asa dictator, despot or 
usurper. The British Government, however, 
has acted cautiously and without committing 
itself on either side,while at the same time 
recognizing the Balmaceda Government. 

France has been most outspoken in hos- 
tility to the Chilian President, who mortally 
offended the French in the matter of the 
Dreifus claim, while it has been apparent 
that the important commercial interests of 
Germany in Chill were adverse to Balmaceda. 
Both in London, therefore, and on the Con- 
tinent there is rejoicing over the result. 
Aside from national or financial prejudices, 
there is a feeling of satisfaction that the con- 
test has been settled one way or another. 
There was a rise in Chilian securities and 
nitrate stocks to-day. Thereis an uneasy 
feeling, however, as to the action of the 
British man-of-war Etspelgon in carrying 
treasure away from Chili at the request of 
Balmaceda, and the Globe advises the Gov- 
ernment to admit the violation of neutrality 
and offer compensation to the new Chillan 
Government.

THE NEW OCEAN RACERS OF THE CUNARD 


LINE—CURRENT EVENTS.

The re- 
port is circulated that the Ounard Co. is go- 
ing to follow the lead of the latest American 
war ships and adopt triple propellors. This 
is untrue. The new boats will have twin 
screws. 


A RARE DISEASE. 

An extremely rare, if not altogether new 
disease has been prevalent in the Eastern 
counties of England and in Northampton- 
shire. Some time ago the attention of the 
Local Government Board was directed to 
the occurrence in Eastern counties of epidem- 
ics of cerebro-spinal- meningitis. Invest ia 
tion showed that a considerable number of 
isolated cases had occurred, and that the dis- 
ease bad spread very rapidly in some villages, 
apparently by a process of contagion. It 
was a disease rarely seen and one not known 
to have prevailed to any extent in England. 
The common bellef among local physicians 
wasthat the complaint had been brought 
over from the Baltic ports. Its symptoms 
were great prostration and refraction of the 
head, accompanied by unconsciousness and 
squint of the eyes. The disease seemed to 
have disappeared, when suddenly a some- 
what similar, but, as it turns out, quite dis- 
tinct disease, broke out in Northampton- 
shire. Fromareport which has been made 
by Dr. BruceLowe, one of the medical offi- 
cers of the local government board, it ap- 
pears that in certain parts of that county 
there have been prevalent an anom- 
alous iliness, characterized by pneumonia 
and sometimes by meningeal symptoms and 
frequently associated with tonsilitis, or sore 
throat. The malady chiefly attacked young 
children and is regarded as infectious in 
character. Its results are most disastrous to 
those whom it attacks. Dr. Bruce Lowe of- 
fers no hint as to what can or should be done 
to grapple with it, but following so son 

influenza, the new disease, 
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| intended during the winter to send lecturers 
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enough to show that she has seen a good deal 
more of the inside life of the natives than has 
fallen to the lot ot male travellers in Africa.

A Lanatie Boiled to Death in a Bath 


CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE OF THE WESTON,

An Acronaut's Frightful Fall From His

Pannen, W. Va., Aug. 29.—Another 
horrible death at Weston Asylum has leaked 
out, causing a great deal of indignation 
against the authorities, Although the asy- 
jum authorities have endeavored to conceal 
of cover up the affair it is now known that a 
day or twosince W. F. Cook, a cigarmaker 
of this city who was sent to the asylum about 
one yearago, was permitted to go into a 
Dbath-room alone and to remain a long time 
without any surveillance. When the attend- 
ant looked in he found Cook in the bath tub 
botied to death. Whenthe officials under- 
took to get Cook’s body out of the tub the 
fiesh actually fell from his bones, leaving 


nothing but a grinning skeleton. As this is 
the fourth death or suicide within two weeks, 
all of which have been dueto carelessness or 
incapacity or criminal neglect, an investiga - 
tion of the entire institution will be de- 
manded. Not the slightest reasonable ex- 
cuse can be given for these wholesale deaths, 
and the public are beginning to clamor fora 
thorough examination. Itis said that more 
sensational developments will be made. 


DIED AT THEIR POSTS. 


TERRIRLE FATE OF THE ENGINEERS AND FIRE- 
MEN IN THE "FRISCO WRECK. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 29.—Reports from 
the wreck which occurred on the Frisco 
Hallway this morning, forty-five miles east 
of here, come in very slow. The west-bound 
passenger train, which was due here at 5:30 
this evening, and which was to convey the 
bodies of those killed to their relatives in this 
city, has not yet arrived, and reports say 
that the debris will not be cleared from the 
track so as to permit trains to pass untils 
o'clock to-morrow morning. The east - bound 
passenger train, which is due at 5st. 
Louls at 6 o'clock in the evening, is still 

lying overin this city waiting for the track 
to be cleared. 

To-night the reports are various and con- 
ficting as to how the quadruple tragedy oc- 
curred and by which two brave engineers 
and two gallant firemen lost their lives. The 
report, however, towhich may be accorded 
the most credence is a general misconcep- 
tion of orders. That there was a misconcep- 
tion is evident, but as both the engineers and 
firemen are dead, the matter cannot be 
definitely ascertained. Four betteror more 
respected employes have never been engaged 
on the Frisco rallway than those who passed 
in their checks this morning, and if there is 
the slightest blame to be attached to the 
conductors in charge, the fact has not yet 
come to light. 

©. C. Bridwell, who had charge of engine 
264, was asober, reliable man, 42 years old 
and leaves a wife and two children. 

George Houston, who was in charge of en- 
gine 188, was years old and has a brother 
no is foreman ofthe Frisco shops in this 
city. His wife is at present visiting relatives 
in Joplin and a telegram has been sent her 
announcing the tragical death of her hus- 
band. Houston it ts said never tasted liquor. 

John McJohnson was fireman for C. 
Bridwell and was caught under the debris o 
the demolished engines and scalded to death. 
He stuck to his post recklessly, and it is re- 
ported might have been saved to his family 
had he jumped. He was 42 years old, and 
leaves a family. He was known to all the 
railroad people in this city and was very 
popular. 

Abraham Noble, fireman for Engineer 
Houstoh was only 23 years old and one of the 
most promising young men on the Frisco 
Rallway.He was crushed and cooked to death 
in afew seconds and any information further 
than that has thus far been unobtainable. 
Nobile has been married but a short time and 
his wife, who is visiting her parents at 
Sheridan, Io., was telegraphed this evening. 


A FRIGHTFUL TRAGEDY. 


GEORGE HNOGAN,AN AERONAUT, FALL6 1,000 FEET 
TO THE GROUND.

YORK’S LARGEST CHURCHES. 


After Experimenting With Hand Power, 
Water, Steam and Other Substances, 
the Churches Settled on Electricity— 
Churches Where Motors Are in Use.

It is to electricity that the modern orgimis t

TIRED OF THE WORLD. 


Sensational Suicide at Nashville, Tenn.— 
Death Sefore Disgrace. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. . — Early this 
morning it became Known that a young man 
in a room at Link’s Hotel had taken mor- 
phine and bad narrowly escaped death. By 
the orders of physicians he was being 
walked, almost dragged, up and down a 
verandah, and about 1 o'clock was 
considered out of danger. It soon became evi 
dent that efforts were being made to 
conceal his identity and the particulars of 
bis taking the deadly drug.

ARMED FOR BATTLE. 


Negroes Still Excited Over the Lynching 
at Georgetown. 

Lexinotron, Ky., Aug. 29.—The people of 
Georgetown, a place of 38,500 inhabitants, 
twelve miles north of here, have experienced 
a series of sensations this week that have 
culminated in a reign of terror. As already 
published in Thursday’s Post-DisPatcu, on 
Monday Frank Hughes, a wealthy young 
farmer near there was shot and instantly 
killed by Frank Dudley, a negro. Dudley gave 
bimself up Tuesday and was placed in 
jall at Georgetown. Thursday Milton Ken- 
dall and his four sons, armed with Winches- 
ters came into town and terrorized the citi- 
zens by killing John Jarvis and J. A. Mont- 
gomery, and mortally wounding Burke James. 
After a desperate resistance the murderers 
were lodged in jail. Yesterday morning a 


mob of white men lynched the 
negro Dudley but aid not modest 
the bloody Kendalis. This enraged 


the negroes, and last night they attempte¢é 
to burn the town. They first set on fire the 
tobacco barn of G. V. Payne in the out- 
skirts ot the city, thinking in this way, the 
white citizens believe, to draw the 
latter from the center of town, tn order that 
they could destroy the business houses and 
dwellings. 

The white men, however, stood guard. 
After the barn burned, County Judge 
Bath’s home was discovered to be on fire, but 
was put out. Then the Baptist College took 
fire, butittoo was prevented from burning 
by the, prompt action of the citizens. Hon. 
Will OWens by this time had gotten together 
a posse of nearly two hundred men, and they 
were all armed at the hardware stores. They 
Kept on watch until daylight. 

To-night they anticipate more trouble, and 
nearly every man in the city is armed and on 
patrol duty. The negroes will not talk only 
to bitteriy deny having any knowledge fof 
last night’s incendiarism. There is no 
doubt that the houses were set on fires, as 
coal oil was found to have been used in large 
quantities. The white men have been equip- 
ped with guns belonging to the State guards 
at Frankfort and to-night they are well 
armed. Negroes are coming in from the 
country.» but as they will probably not be 
whisky to-nignt they will not at-

The total collapse of BALMACEDA’s die- 
tatorship in Chili, following close upon 
ex-Minister DovGLass’ astonishing revela- 
tions in regard to the Haytien fiasco, gives 
another black eye to the ‘‘spirited and 
vigorous’’ foreign policy of the Harrison 
administration. 

According to Dove.ass, Admiral Gue- 
RARDI was sent to forward the suc- 
cess of the present ruler of Harti, 
and did render important assistance 
to him upon some sort of a promise 
from his agents that we should be 
rewarded with a cession of the 
Mole St. Nicholas for helping him 
to secure power by a successful revolution. 
And ex-Minister Dovetass further tells us 
that Admiral GHERARDI, commissioned to 
secure a fulfillment of the contract, made 
his demand for the pay in such a frank and 
undiplomatic fashion that HYPPOLITE was 
compelled to repudiate it, leaving our 
great Government to whistle for the bag of 
peanuts it was to get for slyly interfering 
in poor little Hayti’s civil war and put- 
ting her in the power of a chief who prom- 
ised us some of her territory. 

In Chili we have aided the usurper, BAL- 
MACEDA, to the very last moment by re- 
fusing to recognize the belligerency of the 
Congress party long after it became appar- 
ent that his authority was repudiated 
by the navy and the people. All 
through the winter months of Chili, which 
correspond to our summer months, it was 
apparent that BALMACEDA’s sway did not 
extend beyond the little corner of the Re- 
public in which he was cooped up. He 
acted on the theory that the organized 
Government ruling all the rest of Chili 
under the laws of the Chilian Congress 
with the consent and support of its people 
was nothing but an organized riot engaged 
in the work of murder and robbery, and 
to that theory weadhered until BAaLMa- 
CEDA’s power was crushed and obliterated 
in the very first attack the weather per- 
mitted the Chilians to make on the forti- 
fied position in which they had so long 
kept him imprisoned. This result will 
be a sad blow to our influence 
in South American affairs and to the pres- 
tige of our Government among the Chilian 
people. In view of the Haytien affair they 
will not credit our attitude towards their 
cause to a decent unwillingness to inter- 
fere in their affairs. They will rake up 
that old nitrate scandal again, and we shall 
be fortunate if they do not send Minister 
EGAX home tattooed all over with stories 
of nitrate concessions promised by BALMA- 
CEDA to influential people or companies in 
the United States.

THE NEW GRAB PARTY. 

In his address to the State Convention of 
the Farmers and Laborers’ Union Presi- 
dent Hall took strong ground against any 
and all demands for Government favors to 
special interests or classes. But he found 
himself bound to admit that Republican 
party feeling had addicted large bodies of 
farmers to the support of just such legis- 
lation, and his plea for à purely educa- 
tional organization of farmers and labor- 
ers, to unite them against such legislation, 
was, therefore, manifestly a proposition 
that the Farmers’ Alliance should be 
merely an agency to convert rampant Re- 
publicans into good Democrats. 

Just because that is impracticable the

planters, nothing can be more natural for 
Republican voters who see how they have 
impoverished themselves by this policy 
than to recoup by voting themselves some 
of the Government pie’’ which they pro- 
vided so liberally for the capitalists of the 
country. 

Mr. HALL ought to know how Demo- 
crats opposed to protection desire and 
scramble for its benefits, when they find 
that ite burdens are to be imposed on them 
against their will.

Ancestral pride is justifiable and even 
praiseworthy, but the truculent boasting 
of lowly origin is inverted snobbishness of 
which the American demagogue is too 
often guilty. There is no more sense in 
boasting of an humble than of an exalted 
ancestry, and unless the individual illus- 
trates in his own character and life the an- 
cestral virtues the less he says 
about the matter the better it is 
for him. The man who . boasts 
much of his grandfather is usually 
notable to boast at allof himself. In 
order to make any showing in the world 
he takes refuge in snobbishness—upright 
or inverted—which only emphasizes his 
own destitution, and the snobbishness is 
the more inexcusable when the anceétral 
virtues are of the vague generalized type 
known as respectability. Almost anybody 
can be respectable, for respectability 
requires only the possession of those 
virtues, or so-called virtues, com- 
mon to the majority. For one to 
say that his grandfather was a sturdy 
farmer who wore homespun, paid his debts 
and prayed three times a day, is not to say 
very much, for the same thing can be 
said of most men’s grandfathers in this 
country. 


The fact is that since the democracy 


became triumphant the individual must 
stand on his own merits. Ancestry is 
pretty bric-a-brac and of interest to one’s 
intimate friends. But to brag about it in 
public is in bad taste. The time has gone 
by when a candidate can win votes by 
swaggering references to his humble ori- 
gin. If he is honest and manly himself 
the proper inference is that his ancestors 
were likewise, and it does not matter 
whether they were gentle or simple. But 
bonesty and manliness are 80 common that 
to boast of them isin as bad taste as fora 
gentleman to boast of his hospitality. And 
when Mr. CARNEGIE points with pride to 
his self-reliant ancestors he invites the 
question, Has he earned his great wealth as 
they earned their humble living, by honest 
work, or was it conferred upon him by 
court favor at the expense of his fellow 
citizens? His scornful reference to the 
bastard descendants of the GUELPHS and 


| STvarRts, their titles and estates, makes 


the question pertinent. Comparisons are 
always odious, but when they resolve 
themselves into contrasts they are truly 


dreadful.

QUERIES AND ANSWERS.

How can batter be kept sweet? A. B. 

To preserve butter sweet add to every 
twenty pounds of butter three pounds of salt, 
one pound loaf sugar, one-quarter pound 
pulverized saltpeter; mix and put a layer of 
butter about eight inches thick; then 
sprinkle on a light covering of the above 
preparation, alternately, until your cask is 
full. Pack in air-tight casks. Butter packed 
in this way will keep sweet for two or three 
years. To preserve butter by salting, mix 
well together one ounce each saltpeter and 
white sugar, and two ounces best salt, all in 
very fine powder: then add one ounce of this 
mixture to every pound of butter, 
and thoroughly incorporate them to- 
gether. The butter thus prepared is 
then to be tightly pressed into 
clean glazed earthenware vessels, so as to 
have no vacant spaces. This butter does not 
taste well before it has stood two or three 
weeks, after which it acquires a rich marrow 
favor, which no other butter ever possesses. 
Any good, well-made fresh butter, free from 
buttermilk, will succeed by this method, but 
the application of it to butter clarified and 
skimmed by heat produces an article that 
will keep good longer than butter cured by 
any process yet discovered. Tocure butter, 
melt it in well glazed earthen pans, at a heat 
not exceeding 180. degrees Fahrenheit in a 
water bath, and keep it heated, skimming it 
from time to time until it becomes transpar- 
ent; then pour off into another vessel, and 
cool it as quickly as possible by surrounding 
it with cold water orice. Thisis the Tartar 
method,and butter made by n and then 
salted will keep good and taste well for two 
years. 


What is the best way tobecome an interesting 
story teller, and how can a person acquire a large 
number of stories? G. M. G. 

The storyteller is born, not made. Many 
who attempt to shine in this way relate un- 
interesting tales, with little or no fluency, 
and but few who try to attain reputations as 
raconteurs succeed. If you are bent upon 
your scheme, study the speeches of Mark 
Twain, R. G. Ingersoll, C. M. Depewand Jo- 
seph Mulhatton. Then seek an audience in 
some remote hamlet and get off the stories as 
personal experiences. Suit your tales to 
your audience. Do not tell stories concern- 
ing Old Hayseed'“ toa gathering of farm- 
ers, nor relate tales detrimental to the clergy 
to preachers. But if you have not the divine 
aMatus—if the stories do not tell themselves, 
you had better constitute yourself into an 
audience. 


Give a sketeh of Augusta Evans. NOVELIST. 
Augusta Jane Evans, the author, was born 
in Columbus, Ga., May 8, 1835. When a child 
she removed with her father to Texas, re- 
siding in San Antonio from 1547 till 1849, when 
the family settled in Mobile, Ala. She was 
educated almost entirely by her mother. 
While her parents lived in the frontier town 
of San Antonio the Mexican war was in 
progress, and that town was a place of ren- 
detvous for the soldiers sent out to reinforce 
Gen. Taylor. Sheafterwards entered school 
at Mobile, Ala., but delicate health compelled 
her tojeave it. During the civil war Miss 
Evans was ay agtive, Salons sympathizer 
with the South and a benefactor to the 
soldiers that were stationed near her country 
home. An encampment a short distance 
from her residence was namedin her honor 
Camp Beulah,’’ and there she was a con- 
stant visitor among the sick and the dying. 
Miss Evans married in 1868 L. M. Wilson of 
Mobile. Her povels have become widely 
popular, especially in the Southern States. 
She is the author of ‘‘Ineg: A Tale of the 
Alamo’’ (anonymous), New York, 1856: 
‘*Beulah,’’ (the novel that established her 
reputation), 1859; Macaria, 188683; St.

fact made so plain that the necessity of 
abandoning the idea of opening the Exposi. 
tion with grand public ceremonies became 
blankly apparent. 

MR. KENNARD’S UNPLEASANT TASK. 

The unwelcome discovery Marked the close 

of probably the most unpleasant week's 


work that Mr. Sam Kennard has had occa. 


sion to perform. Mr. Kennard was the 
chairman of the committee appointed to ar. 
range the ceremonies forthe opening of the 
Exposition. For some days past, it is said, 
he has found himself between the fires of a 
political vendetta compared to whicha Cor- 
sican feud is a feast of brotherly love. 
Gov. Francis was at one end of the 
vendetta and Mayor Noonan at the 
other, and the job which Mr. Kennard 
had undertaken was that of bring the two 
face to face upon the Exposition 
stand for the exchange of official congratu- 
lations upon the assured success of the 
greatest enterprise of the greatest city of the 
State. It should have been an easy task, but 
it wasn’t, as Mr. Kennard found out early in 
the work. 

The fact was known that the Governor of

Every Boy Should Be Interested in Some 
Sport in Which There Is Competition— 
Go Slow at First, and Train Up to Good 


Work. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

Only a small percentage of the boys of the 
present day make any effort to develop their 
athietic ability. 

The simple routine of exercise in a gymna- 
sium becomes monotonous in a short time, 
and there is nothing to a doy on to take 
the proper amount of etercise unless it is a 
competition. It wasso inmycase. I never 
really paid any attention to what would do 
me good or harm until I had a race to prepare 
for, and knew that I would be beaten if I lost 
my sleep, smoked cigarettes or did anything 
that would injure my health. Ithink that 
every boy ought to be interested in some 
spert in which he can find competition, 
whether it be running, jumping, baseball. 


rowing or foot- Dall. 

There are some boys who hever attempted 
to run, who, ifthey would try, could beat 
some of the best runners on the track. Even 
ifa boy does not prove to be as successful as 
that, he will have just as much fun out of it 
and more; for when a man finds himself on 
top, with every ambition satisfied, he loses 
his interest and is apt to retire and rest on 
his laurels. In England nearly every one 
takes an interest in sport. All of the schools, 
as well as tne colleges and universities, hold 
athletic games, in which not only a few of the 
best compete, but every one, old and young, 
take part. They haveraces for boys under 
certain ages, and in that way they begin at 
boyhood to develop themselves. Itis well 
known what a sturdy race the English is, and 
that certainly is the chief reason. 

Iam going to recount some of my frst ex- 
periences in athletics and hope to prevent 
others from making some of the mistakes 
which I did through sheer ignorance of how 
much and what kind of exercise I should 
take. 

In the first place, being very ambitious, I 
tried todo too much. I did not understand 

t I coulda not endure the same amount of 
hard exercise asa boy could who had been 
engaged in athletics for several years. Iran 
my first race, which was 100 yards, without 
any practice or training—in fact I had never 
seen a race before. When I found myself vic- 
torious at the finish it gave me courage to 
enter in other races and ambition to train. 
But not Knowing anything more about train- 
ing than that I must exercise, I would go day 
after day and run until I was thoroughly ex- 
n My muscles were not accustomed 
ta the severe exercise and became sore. 

Soon after this I met my present trainer, 
Mr. James Robinson. Iasked his advice and 
told him whatI had been doing. He told me 
I was doing too much, and advised me to 
takearest of a few weeks and then start in 
gradually, only runningthree or four times a 
week, and never to exercise violently in 
practice, but to stop when I felt fresh. I fol- 
lowed his advice, and in a short time found 
myself much improved. I gained endurance 
and could run distances which were entirely 
too great for me when I first started to train; 
in fact, I found that I could run a quarter of 
a mile Qetter than any other distance, and so 
gave most of my attention to that distance. 
It is difficult for a new man to ind out what 
his best distance is. 

Ease of motion isa very necessary require- 
ment for men who run distances over two 
hundred and twenty yards, for the man who 
has an easy, graceful style of running uses 
less energy and can therefore go the farthest. 
The best way to acquire such a gait is to 
practice with some man whois noted as an 
easy runner. The natural gait will always be 
retained to a certain extent, but it can be 
much improved by doing as I suggest. I be- 
lieve that my own success is due to having 
practiced with such men as Lon Myers, whom 
I never lost an opportunity of running with. 
I tried to imitate his graceful style, swinging 
my arms and getting the motion of the knee, 
"One of the ast things I

to the front, and not on an angle, as in walk: 
ing. This prevents wabbling from side to 
side and makes the bound forward.

DANGERS OF ATHLETICS. 


BAD RESULTS INVARIABLY FOLLOW Ex 
CESSIVE PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


- ** 


Consumption, Enlargement of the Heart 
and Other Bodily Ills Caused by a Rigid 
Discipline Reasons Why Modern Man 
Is Not Fitted for It. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Dispatcn. 

A proposition is always best demonstrated 
by example. No better proof can be fur. 
nished of the statement that ordinary physi- 
cal ‘‘training’’ has an exceedingly deleteri- 
ous effect upon the human constitution than 
the numerous instances daily brought to 
light where men have died of organic an- 
ments directly induced by the calisthenic 
practices of both professional and amateur 
athletics. 

One of the latest, the case of Matsada 
Sorakichi, the Japanese wrestler, who died a 
few days ago of consumption, adds another 
item of evidence to those medical writers who 
have long and persistently denounced the 
usual methods adopted by athletes to bring 
the body to what they consider the highest 
degree of physical perfection. Up to withia 
a very short time of his death, Matsada Sor- 
akichi appeared to be in perfect, robust 
health; a casual glance at his physique would 
have evoked in the beholder nothing but ad- 
miration for his muscular development and 
envy of his apparently hardy condition. He 
dies. And only a few minutes’ medical ex- 
amination reveals the fact that the imme - 
diate cause of his death is nothing more nor 
less than tubercular consumption of the 
lungs. 

In speaking of training. the word is put 
in quotation marks to designate more par- 
ticularly that course of discipline to which 


the pugilist is subjected just previous toa 
fight,anoarsman to a rowing match, ora 
pedestrian before a six days’ walk. It is not 
intended to depreciate the value of physical 
exercise or the benefit to be derived from 
ordinary calisthenics. But look for a mo- 
ment at what the athlete has to undergo to 
ut himself, according to the orthodox trainer, 
for whatisin reality an abnormal test of 
muscular strength and nerve endurance. 

First ot all, he is dieted in a way that is 
certainly not physically conducive to the 
well-being ofa man as an animal. His regi. 
men consists mainly of flesh—lean meat at 
that. Every particle of fat is carefully re- 
moved from his steak. Vegetables he does 
not eat, or at most very sparingly. As a mat- 
ter ot fact, were an attempt made to bring a 
man up on food of that description from 
early chiidhood it is doubttul whether he 
would live to within ten yedrs of what is 
Called middle age. Man is an omniverous 
animal. To live normally, as he has been in- 
tended by nature to live he must eat meat, 
Vegetables and grain. Thevery fat that he 
avoids is needed by the liver to perform its 
functions of tarning oleaginous matter into 
soap.

In addition to which, 
although a man may by this method reduce 
the muscular and destroy the adipose tissue, 
it is impossible for him to lessen the size of 
the heart, liver or any other organ of the 
body in the same way. 

In a healthy man, whefe there is a gradual 
and normal increase of the body’s bulk, 
nature provides a pro rata increase in the 
size and strength of the thoracic and abdom- 
inal viscera, If the man’s total weight be 
suddenly and unnaturally lowered, the heart 
and other organs, remaining the same, are 
in consequence doing More work than is 
necessary. Herein lies the cause of consum 
tion, enlargement of the heart, Bright’s dis. 
aase, that frequently are the causes of death 
> the pugilist, the carsman and the pedes- 

an. 

Paradoxically speaking, civilized man is 
the only animal whose normal] condition is 
one of disease. For centuries he has lived 
improperly and seldom dies, simply because 
he cannot live any longer. It is on this ac- 
count that the regular process of training is 
always tnjurious and often fatal to him. 
Were he int the physical condition which, 
presumably, the primitive forefathers of his 
race enjoyed, he would scarcely need it. 

A young Zulu Straight from his native 
wilds, whose father and whose father’s fore- 
fathers died from an assegai or from sheer 
oid age, might be a fit subject forthe sweat- 
ing system of training, even if it would bene- 
fit him, which is doubtfal; but a nineteenth 
century son Of civilization ,whose father died, 

rhaps, of apoplexy brought on by pate de 

ole gras, and whose ancestors were probably 
connoisseurs in port Wwe, is scarcely pre- 
pared by physical inheritance for such a sul- 
Cidal strain upon his system. 

It is comforting to learnt that a few of the 
more enlightened professional trainers and 
athietes of to-day—and, be it added, not the 
least successful—have so far heeded the warn 
ings held out to them as to adopt a more 
modified system of training. It is a good step 
in the right direction. In a few years, per 
haps, the fast increasing dissemination of 
knowledge and the constant instances of evil 
results from present methods combined, will 

ring about a much n re in 
this respect, and physical culture will be 
sought by means less barbarous, less injuri- 
ous and without lowering the present athletic 
standard.

THE NEW CITY HALL TOGET PART OF 
THE MONEY. 


All the City Departments, and Especially 
the Asylums and Hospitals Would Be 
Benefited—What the Housekeepers 
Think—Talks With Merchants and 


Other Citizens. 


The bill to move Union Market means busi- 
ness this time. The chances are that it will 
go through both the House of Deiegates and 
the Council rapidly, and Mayor Noonan will 
sign it as soon as he gets it. 

Merchants, market men and city officials 
all want the unsightly old building torn 
down and replaced by the modern business 
block which will be erected as soon as the 


sale is made. 

„The market spoils the looks of our build- 
ings,’’ say the merchants. 

Small markets are going up all over the 
Western part ot the city, the market men 
say, and our patronage is slipping away 
from us. If the market is moved out, we will 
yet cet back all we have lost, and establish a 
Western trade we never could get down 
toon. 

City officials say the market would bring 
the city $800,000 cash. ‘‘Half of that would 
bulld a magnificent market-house out west, 
and the other $400,000, given to 
the new City Hall, would release all 
the city departments from the econom- 
ical strain they have been under 
since we commenced to appropriate $100,00a 
year for that building. We could improve 
the asylums and hospitals and vastly better 
the condition of our streets. 

THE HOUSEKEEPER'S PLEA. 

Besides this, every housewife who lives 
west of Twelfth street would hailthe change 
with satisfaction. The Union Market is so 
far down town that they are forced to deal 
almost entirely with tradesmen in their 
vicinity, and the lack of competition results 
in the shopkeepers giving their customers 
very poor supplies often. 

The bill for the sale of the market is now 
before the House of Delegates. It is unlike 
most Assembly bills, being very clear in ex- 
planation of the necessity for the change. 
Every word of it is worth reading. 

A POPULAR EXPLANATION. 

An ordinance for the sale of Union Market and the

Whereas y an act of the General Assembly of

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly, as 
follows:

directed to sell and convey city block 11 for the best 
price that can be obtained for the 
same, and with the proceeds 
shall, subject to said approval, hase 
and acquire property on which to locate said union 
market and a market for the sale at wholesale or re- 
tail, of fruits, vegetables and other farm or dairy 
products and the remainder of such proceeds after 
reserving the cost of new buildings and improve- 
ments necessary to carry out this project shall be 
applied to to the construction of the new City Hall.

HIGH SCHOOL COURSE. 

Several: fadical changes bave been made in 
the High School course, and first of all is the 
one dividing the curriculum into five distinct 
courses, namely, classical course, normal 
course, scientific course. business course and 
English covrse. It requires four years to com- 
plete either course and the completion of 
either entities the scholar toa High School 
diploma, but the norma! course scholar must 
first teach one year satisfactorily to the 
board before receiving a no course 
diploma. The Normal School is to de abol- 
is andthe norma! course madea part of 
the High School system. 

The studies in the five courses are to be the 
same the first year, excepting that in the 
classical, ecientific and business courses 
German may be substituted for drawing, and 
that the scholars in the business and English 
courses must take — manship and letter- 
writing instead of tin. The study of the 
English language is given the first place in 
every course—one of the beneficial results of 
the Post-DisPaTCH contest in English com- 
— last June. The other studies the 

rst year tn each of the five courses are bock 
keeping, algebra and elements of natural 
science, including physiology. : 

English language, alge and geometry 
and physics are to be taught in all the courses 
the second year, and those who studied Latin 
the first year keep it up through this and the 
third and fourth years. The bDusiness-course 
student, however, substitutes shorthand for 
it and the English course student takes up 

e normal course scholars con- 
their drawing right through to 
f the fourth year, but those 
classical course substitute Greek 
for itafter the first year. Those in the En- 
glish course give up their drawing at the end 
of the second year, but the scientific and 
business courses may keep it up to gradu- 
ation day, or they may substitute German 
instead, or after the second year French in- 
stead of German. These two languages are 
also made optional after the second year in 
the classical course. 

ENGLISH LANGUAGE PROMINEST AGAIN. 

English language again heads the list in the 
third and in the fourth year for all the 
courses except the Normal, where methods 
in teaching and discipline, science and edu- 
cation. school rules andareview of studies 
taken in the district schools are substituted. 
General history is taught in all the courses 
and geometry and chemistryin all but the 
first two—classical and normal. The busi- 
ness course student now takes penmanship 
again and business arithmetic and com- 
mercial laws, while the English course 
scholar studies Shakspeare and takes a 
special course of reading. 

ENGLISH LITERATURE. 

The study of, English literature is made 
obligatory on all alike in its last year, as 
English and United States history are on the 
students in the last two courses—business 
and English. The latter also take political 
economy and may take chemistry, although 
that is an optional study. The English course 
student has the privilege of substituting 
mental philosophy and the scientific and 
business courses have chemistry, drawing, 
German and French all as optional studies. 
In the fourth year all the scholars in the first 
three courses review the studies of the dis- 
trict school, and all except the Normal class 
take English language, as before stated. The 
latter put in considerable of theirtime the 
last year in studying mental philosophy or 


psychology. 
Those familiar with the old course of stully 
will probably observe the prominence given 
all through tothe English language, English 
composition, penmansbip, letter 1 
study of Shakspeare, English literature in 
general, English and United States history 
and kindred subjects, and this is so particu- 
larly in the business course and the English 
course. A tdeal more attention is tobe 
d to these subjects hereafter than was 
one heretofore, as also to natural science, 
bi phy and bistory in an incidental way.

OF THEM REAISE VEGE- 
TABLES ABOUT NEW YORK. 


They Earn More Than Girls at Housework, 
and Are Preferred to Men — Women

Yorn, Aug. 27.—I listened, despite my- 
self, to the typical American braggart on a 
Coney Island train the other day. He was on

lasked Mr. Van Dine why the farmers of 
Queens County employ so many women. 
His answer was significant: 

Ne, they are usually women of some 
years, who have families to suppprt, and 
who live in little houses near by. They are 
not, of course, quite so strong as men. Can't 
hoe corn quite so rapidiy. But they don’t get 
Grank or fight. They don’t talk, either. 
You Know iftwo or three men get together 
they are so apt to lean on their hoe handle 
and talk about something or other.’’ 

Doesn’t that upset our complacent theories 
about talkative women? 

Are they hired just fora few days during 
the taking in of the crops, or throughout the 
season? lasked. 

Oh, for the season of seven or eight 
months usually,’’ said Mr. Van Dine. Tes, 
they do about the same kind of work that the 
men do except driving the wagons to market. 
These women are almost invariably foreign 
born, Germans or Poles. They are used to 
the work in the old country. They set their 
children tending house while they are gone to 
the felds, and perhaps do a little cooking 
themselves when they get home. 

And their earnings?“ 

They get about $1 a day, though that 
varies with the season and the amount of 
work to be done, of course.’’

Iam the only living creature in what was a 
city of 300,000 inhabitants a week ago} Prob- 
aw ably no other member of the human species 
ever found himself in such an awful and 
novel position. And yet my condition is the 
result ofan incident in itself comparatively 
simple, as nature’s phenomena are reckoned. 
In sinking the shaft ofan artesian well for 
a large manufacturing concern an immense 
pocket of carbonic acid gas, 2,000 feet below 
the surface of the earth, was penetrated. It 
bounded to the surface, propelled by the 
gases behind, and then, mingling 
with the atmosphere, spread itself out 
over the earth, smothering all breathing 
creatures—except myself. The air, heavily 
charged with the deadly gas, hovered over 
the earth only a half hour, but that sufficed 
to accomplish a work of annihilation vastly 
greater than the united achievements of the 
most awful volcano, the most violent earth- 
quake, the most terrific cyclone and the 
heaviest avalanche of the world’s history.

A Historical Sketch of Finland, Telling 
How the Finns Retained Their Free- 
dom Under Russian Rule—How the 
Present Ozar Has Violated the Consti- 


tution.

among the vast Gominions of the Czar of 
pussia there is in the northernmost corner of 
furope a small country—semall at least as to 
number of inhabitants—which hitherto has 
been very little heard of in the outside world, 
thanks to the peace in which its inhabitants 
have been allowed to live, while peacefully 
éevelopipg the limited resources of their 
meager soll under the protection of laws 
guaranteeing the freedom of the nation and 
the independence of the people. But of late 
the prosperity of this handful of people, not 
cuitetwo and one-half millions in all, has 
roused the jealousy of certain parties in the 
michty czardom, persons who possess the con- 


fdence of the autocrat to such an extent that 
they have deen able to render him averse to 
every privilege Finland bas enjoyed, toits 
freedom and constitution. 

J Finns proper came from the 
Fact. slowly but surely driving the 


aborigines, the Laplanders, to the far- 
thest north, where they still exist, and 
eradually spreading all over the country. 
The frst time the Finns came in contact with 
e more advanced people was in 110, when 
the King, Erie K., of Sweden undertook a 
crusade against the heathenish Finnish 
tribes, who were beaten into submission, 
baptized and made Christians in the most 


summary manner. 
from that time on the Swedes were the 
masters of the country, the different parts of 


which they conquered within a few years; 
but unlike other conquerors of those early 
times, they never even attempted to destroy 
the individual freedom of the subdued Finns. 
They introduced, on the contrary, their own 
e institutions and laws among them, thus 
m the very start acknowledging them as 
ellow-citigens instead of making them 
slaves, like the peasants of all other Euro- 
pean countries of the period. In that man- 
ner the Swedes were able to turn the former 
foes into stanch friends. and as such the 
finns very soon had opportunity to 
show themselves. Pushing east- 
ward, the Swedes met the subjects 
! Novgorod the Great, the ancestors of the 
modern Russians, and as a sequence of the 
meeting there sprang up an enmity and a 
race-hatred which, lasting through many 
centuries, were put to an end only by the 
final conquest of Finland by the Russians in

The first official step against Finland con- 
sisted ina revision of the custom tariff, and 
the reason given for the measure was the 
ridiculous one that 85,000,000 Russians needed 
protection, chiefly inthe paper, iron and 
leather manufacturing industries against 
Bat the Finnish manufac- 
turers sought and found new markets in 
England and France and were not ruined as 
their competitors had probably anticipated 
Then came a more direct at- 
tack on the constitution of Finiand. The 
slavophile press urged the necessity of rend- 
ering the finances, the mail department and 
the custom tariff legislation dependent on the 
corresponding Russian Ministers instead of 
the Finnish Senate. This was urging a down- 
right breach of law, as the Constitution 
guaranteed to Finiand the right of governing 
itself, no changes of the Constitution to be 
ungertaken unless with the consent of the 
Diet. But the Czar did not stop to consider 
the fact that he had pledged his word for the 
Maintenance of the Constitution. A com- 
mittee was appointed, mainly of Russian om 
Clals, to consider the three proposed reforms, 
and shortly afterward the Czar, without con- 
sulting the representatives of the Finnish 
people, signed an ordinance through which 
the Minister of Malls and Telegraphs in Rus- 
sia was mate highest chief of the Finnish 
Thus a Russian became 
chief ofa Finnish Government office, some- 
thing not attempted even in Czar Nikolai’s 
As to the Finnish public finances, 
nothing was done except that au order was 
issued to all employes of the Finnish Gov- 
ermment to receive Russion paper currency 
in payment of taxesand custom duties, but 
Finland was allowed to use its own honest 
temder further on. Here it may be stated 
that it would be nothing but barefaced rob- 
bery om the part of Russia to compel the 
Government Bank of Finland 
Russian paper currency in un- 
limited quantities. Finland has always been 
honest enough to pay its debts and has invar- 
fadiy kept a sufficient fund of gold to be able 
to pay the bank notes in circulation and thus 
has always been able tokeep their vaiue at 
par, something that never has happened to 
Russian paper currency. Besides 
Finnish government possesses several funds 
for different purposes, amounting 
aggregate to about $15,000,000 (75,000,000 of 
Finnish marks), and all of this gold would of

were compietely exhausted and from Sweden 
came no encouragement. 
country had been the fighting ground for 
Swedes and Russians, for centuries the best of 
tho people had been used only for increasing 
the Swedish armies and for the future there 
were none but gloomy prospects of the same 
kind. on the other hand, Alaxander was 
known to be more liberal than any Russian 
He had solemnly pledged 
his imperial word for the maintenance of the 
laws and the constitution, and thus, longing 
for peace at any price, did the Finnish people 
accept the union to Russia, the Car assum- 
ing the title ot Grand Duke of F inland. 

A PAITH-BREAKING AUTOCRAT. 

The work of reorganization of the country 
and of repairing the damages of the war was 
immediately commenced and pushed with 
more vigor than ever since the Czar in i611 
united the eastern, previously conquered 
part of the territory to the western 
agriculture and industry were 
developed, schools were opened 
again all over the country, in short, the 
biessings of peace, while all Europe was hail- 
ing with war and slaughter, were not long in 
showing good results. 

When Alexander I. died m 1435, Finland was 
progressing with fast strides toward general 
prosperity, and even under his successor, 
Nikolai I., the material prosperity of the 
country was not impaired.

according to the constitution it depended on 
the monarch to call the meetings of the 
representatives.

FALLACIES EXPLODED AND MONEY In- 
TERESTS REASSURED. 


Probabilities of a Speedy Return of Gola. 


Recently Sent to Europe—Attitude of 


the President on the Silver Qitiesticn— ‘ 


The “‘Post’s’’ Review—Cotton Circular 
—Stocks and Bonds. 


New Ton, Aug. 2.—The old saying: 

Either a feast ora famine,’’ can well be 
applied to Wall street. During the past 
week speculation was all one way and the 
bulls, who only a little while were 
m a state bordering closely upon 
Gemoralization, have become absolute mas- 
ters of the situation. They are now practi- 
cally dictating the course of prices from day 
to day, and the changes in the financial and 
commercial world are running so much in 
their favor that it will be dificult 
for the bears to wrest the con- 
trol from their hands. The great 
underlying cause for the rapid recovery in 
the market is, of course, the crop situation. 
The shortage in Europe and the phenomena! 
yield of wheat and other small grains in the 
United States are both established facts. The 
heavy receipts of wheat at distributing 
cities here, the large earnings of the rau 
roads and the vast amount of ocean tonnage 
actively employed in transporting food sup- 
plies, all attest these conditions. 

But itis not the crop business alone that 
has kindled the fires of speculation after the 
Guliness that has overspread financial 
circles for several years. Capitalists have 
in a comparatively short time had their fears 
allryed on other highly important matters, 
The silver question has for sometime been an 
awful bugbear to men holding conservative 
views. They were apprehensive 
that the free coinage advocates would 
carry their point at the nen 
session ot Congress and the 
stability of the currency so disturbed thereby 
that a financial disaster might suddenly over- 
take the country. President HMarrison’s re- 
cent expressions as to his attitude on the sil- 
ver question showed clearly that if Congress 
passed an absolute free colnage measure K 
would have to be over his veto. 

In the meantime such a demand has arisen 
for our grain, and the necessities of Europe 
have become so apparent that instead of 
there being any likelihood of gold shipments 
from this side there are strong probabilities 
of an early return of some of the 
specie sent from here during the first half of 
the year. Exchange has taken a sudden 
tumble and another drag of a cent or so i 
rates will start the yellow metal on its way 
hither. It is dificult to see how 
Great: Britain, France and Germany will 
be able to avoid paying back to 
us at least a part ot the gold we have lost. 
The fears in regard to the fty odd mfllions 
of 4% per cent bonds maturing Sept. 1 have 
also been dissipated. 


The foreigners, as nearly as 
can be ascertained, hold only 
a small amount of those bonds 


and the Treasury will pay off such of 
the latter they are not presented for ek 
tension. Instead of tightening money up, 
the operation will take funds out of the Gow- 
ernment vaults and by just so much add 
to the volume of the circulating 
medium in active use. Still another matter 
of importance is the very moderate demand 
for currency upon this center in connection 
with the movement of crops. 

The bank resources are not being drawn 
down at the rate of $4,000,0000r $5,000,000 per 
week, as was predicted dy the bears, but 
are Ciminishing so gradually and naturally 
as to force the conciusions upon those un- 
biased that the West is far better supplied 
than ever before with money at the reserve 
centers with which to handle its enor- 
mous commercial operations. With the 
explosion of tlie fallacies alluded to 
moneyed interests have been reassured and 
have thrown off the mantie of lethargy that 
bas held them in thrall o long. How utterly 
wrong have been certain so-called authori. 
ties is evinced by the present attitude of the 
English public. Instead of piling ia upon 
us securities at the sharply advanced 
prices the foreigners have been seized with a 
sort of craze for everything American and 
were buying our stocks and bonds right up 
to the very close of the week. To this move- 
ment more than anything else is attributabie 
the fall tm exchange to within a 
fraction of the gold importing point. The 
foreigners keep themselves well posted and 
are apparently as keenly alive to the effect 
which the marketing of our enormous sur 
plus of food products must have on the 
grain carriers and the trade and 
industries of our country as our 
own people. American securities judicious. 
ly purchased offer them a chance to make up 
some of the losses sustained by them through 
investments in other countries and that they 
realize this fact there can be no doubt after 
the events of the week just closed.

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NEWS FROM THE MINES | 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


Work on the Ohio Bonanza to Be 
Resumed—Little Ellen Hill Mines Im- 
proving—The Sixth Street Shaft—The 
Small Hopes—Local Mining Gossip. 


LEADVILLE, Cole., Aug. 29.—It is now defi. 
itely settled that the New England Mining co. 
will at once resume work on the deep shaft 
of the Ohio Bonanza. The necessary funds 
toenable them to carry on these operations 
are in the treasury, and the shaft is down 
about 450 feet and in stringers of high grade 
steel galena, that undoubtedly lead to the 
regular Leadville contact. The initial effort 
of resumption will consist of the cutting out 
of a station at the 326-foot point in the shaft 
forthe purpose of placing a large station 


supplied by sinkers fromthe bottom. When 
the water is out it may be deemed the better 
plan to put a diamond drill down to ascertain 
how much further the shaft will have to go 
to reach the contact. 

The chances are now much in favor of the 
Louisville people finding all of their ground 
below the 500-foot level, Where the fire took 
place, perfectly intact. On approaching this 
point from an old shaft it is found much 
caved, and the probabilities are that in this 
caving the lower portion of the shaft was 
covered with broken timbers and debris to 
such an extent that the fire could not get be- 
low. Atany rate it bas been decided to at- 
tempt the recovery of the burnt shaft, and to 
that end it has been retimbered toa point 
about thirty-five feet from the surface. This 
will continue downward and the ground 
be caught up and made safe.

The ore found in the 
porphyry is of a nature to encourage the sink 
ing of the shaftto a bench of limestone on 
which it is expected that ore will be encoun- 
tered.

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THE LAST HERO. 


True Story of the Perils of the Fre- 
mont Relief Party. 


ACCOUNT GIVEN BY THOS. E BRECKEN- 
RIDGE, S0LE SURVIVOR. 


Horrors Encountered in 1848, When 
Eleven Men and 120 Mules Perished 
im the Storms—The Trip to Taos for 
Aid—Freezing and Starving on the 
Trail. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 27.—The detalls of the 
relief expedition sent out by Fremont in 1848 
to obtain food and supplies for his command 
in the San Juan Mountains of Colorado have 
never been written. Fremont and historical 
writers have only briefly referred to it. 
Years ago the last of this relief party of four 
men, it was supposed, had passed away. 
Remnant bits of history have been handed 
down only, showing their heroism, and in- 
termingled with it was the horrible state- 
ment that they had feasted upon the dead 
body of a comrade and leader to save them- 
selves from starvation. 

But there isasurvivor. Thomas E. Breck- 
enridge, one of the four volunteers sent to 
Taos, still lives to tell the story. By accident, 
while making a recent trip through the San 
Juan Mountains of Colorado, I came upon bis 
cosy little frame cottageatthe base of one 
of the lofty snow clad peaks, where they are 
known as the Switzerland of America. 80 
quiet and retired a life ne has led in the San 
Miguel, near Telluride, that Mr. Breckenridge 
had been almost forgotten. But now, after 
nearly half a century has gone by, Mr. 
Breckenridge has given for publication the 
details in full of the relief party of which he 
was a member, and is now the sole survivor. 
It is a horrible recital of hunger, starvation 
and death, but denying the cannibal story 
that has been current in American history 
since Senator Thomas H. Benton wrote his 
Thirty Years’ view. 

A word about the man who tells the story. 

Thomas R. Breckenridge was born in St. 
Louis County, Missouri, March 15, 182%. He 
was with Fremont on his expedition of 1845. 
In crossing the range Breckenridge lost his 
mule, and expecting to overtake it every 
mile, found himself at evening at the old 
camp of that morning, where the mule had 
wandered, and by this time fifty miles from 
Fremont’s men, who were still going on. 
The next day he met Kit Carson coming back 
to hunt tor bim, and who said: Tom, why 
in h—l didn’t you let old ‘Cooper’ go?“ for 
that was the mule’s name. It was this little 
incident that caused Fremont to name the 
place ‘‘Breckenridge pass.’’ 

In California Thomas Breckenridge served 
under Capt. Owens and helped to save the 
Pacific coast to the Union, and was 4 
those sent back by Fremont with messages to 
Senator Benton. There were about eight of 
us, he said, and it is almost a miracle how 
we escaped the Apaches in Arizona and New 
Mexico, and other hostile tribes on the 
Plans. 

In the winter of 1848 Fremont’s command 
was caught ina terrible bDiizzard and snow 
storm on the crest of the San Juan, in which 
eleven men and 120 mules perished. Secking 
to retrace his steps to the Rio Grande Del 
Norte, he was compelled to give up his at- 
tempt to retreat. Turning into camp he 
picked out four of his best men to go to Taos 
foraid. But the tale is best told in the words 
of Mr. Breckenridge himself. He says: 

THE STORY. 

In 1948 I started with Fremont on another 
expedition, and this was the time we en- 
countered the terrible storm in San Juan 
Mountains, in which Fremont lost eleven 
men and 1 mules. The storm drove Fre- 
mont back, but it became so severe that he

follow, and the snow from waist to arm- pit 
deep, but something had to be done. It was 
starvation and death to remain for the whole 
party. There was a small chance to reach 
Taos, and we four men undertook the task. 
It was impossible to use pack animals, and 
we went afoot. Fremont had t confi- 
dence in King, Old Bill Williams, the scout, 
was one of the bravest men on the Western 
trails and would face any danger. Having 
been with Fremont on a former expedition, I 
also became a memberof the relief party. 
Bill Wildams was our guide part of the time, 
although King was in command. 

We were four days reaching the Rio 
Grande River, a distance of about ten miles, 
which stream we continued to follow, cut- 
ting across bends to save our time and 
strength. We dug holes in the snow for our 
camps at night. Every day we were decom- 
ing more exhausted and weaker, and starva- 
tion was staring us in the face. King, Bill 
Williams, Croitzfeldt and I, would take turn 
about breaking the snow, and tried to keep

up our courage. Death was before us and 
certain it seemed. We were now without 
food and biankets, and often found it impos- 
sible to buildafire. We would nudge and 
shake each other to keep awake, for at times 
we were freezing, and sleep meant death. 

Me soon became snow blind and suffered 
from that. Our eyes were inflamed and 
swollen. At times it seemed as if we could 
go ro farther, and must all perish. One day, 
when we were nearly starved, an otter was 
Killed. Ican taste that ottertothis day. A 
small mountain sheep anda crow also gave 
us a little relief. 

THE DEATH OF KING. 

Mo had been out fifteen days when King 
died, continued Mr. Breckenridge in his 
horrible recital. ‘*‘He starved and froze to 
death. We then had had nothing to eat 
for eight days. We were becoming delirious. 
Itseems like a dream when I recall it. Our eyes 
were still more inflamed from being snow 
blind. Our finger nalls were coming off. Our 
feet were frozen and the bones protruded 
through the bare and frozen fiesh of our heels. 

It was at this stage of things that we lost 
King. This was a little above where Ala- 
mosa, Colo., now stands. With great dim 
culty he had been forcing his way through 
the snow. He was freezing and starving and 
was becoming fainter and fainter. He was 
trying hard to hold his courage and strength. 

He stopped to rest more frequently, till fin- 
ally he told us to goon a piece and build a 
fire and he would rest awhile and then fol 
low. We went on a short distance and 
started afire. But King did not come, and 
Croitzfeldt was sent back to help him to 
camp. Later Croitzfeldt returned, but 
alone, and gave us the sad mes 
sage that King was dead. Without 
food for eight days, he had starved 
and frozen to death. Croltzfeldt was all un 
nerved when he came into camp. He seemed 
to give up all hope and said, ‘King is dead, 
and I know 1 am going to die too,’ and the 

rman sank down completely exhausted. 
Bill Williams and I cheered bim up, and he 
did pot die. That was a horrible night in 
camp. Our leader was dead in the trail and 
we were starving. The great storm had 
driven birds and wild animals to shelter, and 
there seemed but little chance of getting a 
shot at anything. l 

The next day, the ninth since we had had 
food, I went out again in search of game. 
This time I was more fortunate, for I sawa 
Geer. It was witha kind of nervous despair 
I raised my rifie. I could hardly see owing to 
the terrible condition of my snow blind and 
inflamed eyes. But I felt that I could not 
miss my aim, for it was life or death. The 
deer leaped into the air and fell dead. and we 
were saved. 

In the meantime Fremont, not hearing from 
the relief expedition, had set out -with 
Godey, Preuss and Sanders and found 
Breckenriage, Bill Williams and Croitzfelt 
soon after the killing of the deer. 

At that time, said Breckenridge, we 
seemed hardly like human beings, we were 
so near dead from hunger, cold and exposure. 


When I Killed that deer we were 80 near 


starved that we ate both entrails and flesh. 
Attempting to narrate it now is like recalling 
a horria dream. 

Fremont hastened on to Taos, N. M., and 
there, in a letter to his wife written from the 
home of Kit Carson, under date of Jan. 27, 
1849, he Driefly describes the meeting with 
Breckenridge and party as follows 

** About sunset we discovered a little smoke 
in a grove Of timber off from the river, and 
thinking, perhaps, it might be our express 
party on its return we went tosee. This was 
the twenty-second day since they had left us 
and the sixth day since we had left camp. We 
found them—three of them—Creutzfeldt (also 
spelled Croitzfeldt), Brackenridge (Brecken- 
ridge) and Williams—the most miserable ob- 
jects Ihave ever seen. I did not recognize 
Creutzfeldt’s features when Brackenridge 
brought him up tg me and mentioned his 
name. They had n starving. King had 
starved to death afew days before. His re- 
mains were some six or eight miles above, 
near the river. 

Senator Benton in his ‘‘Thirty Years’ 
View, says Fremont came upon the men 
wildand emaciated. Not seeing King, the 
principal one of the company, and on whom 
he relied, he asked for him. They pointed to 
an older camp, a little way off. Going there, 
he found the man horribly devoured. He died 
of exhaustion and fatigue, and his compan 
ons fed upon him. 

A RECORD OF HORROR. 

Take the brief statements of Fremont in the 
letter to his wife and the comments of Sena- 
tor Benton together with the details now 
given me by Breckenridge and it is a record 
of norror and suffering with hardly a parallel 
in Western history with possibly the excep- 
tion ofthe Donner party in their thrilling 
journey and terrible loss of life while en route 
to California in early days. ü 

On my return to Denver I wrote Mr. Breck 
enridge and quoted the statement made by 
Senator Benton that he and his comrades had 
fed upon King’s body, and asked further 
questions to which Mr. Breckenridge wrote 
me as follows a few days ago from Telluride, 
Colo. 

Will C. Ferril, Denver, Colo. 

DEAR Stg—in regard to the questions asked in your 
letter about the'relief party sent out by Fremont 
under King sting of myself, King and two 
others, I will say that before we got to the river and 
about one-quarter of a mile from the same. King sat 
down in the snowte rest and gave orders for us to 
2 on to the river and build a fire, and by that time 

e would get rested and catch up with us. After build- 
ing a fire and waiti about two hours one of my 
companions, by name itzfeldt, went back to look 
for him, as he did not come down to the river as 
agreed. On his return he *r that King was 
dead, and thereupon we pushed down the river about 
two miles, and about one more day’s travel. or about 
four miles further down the river, where we were 
overtaken by Fremont and his party, who had gone 
around the bend. He had found two Indians on the 
river, hunting or trapping otter. whom he hired to 
guide him down the river, where he could get relief, 
they having with them four ponies. And wish to 
here state t Fremont kept on down the river, 
leaving myself and two comrades to follow, as he 
was in a great hu to get to a settlement and send 
relief back up the river to his men. 

And I will say that after King was left behind he 


was never seen n alive, and after he died only by 
Croutsfeidt, as i agreed u 


ing wasinany way mutilated and de- 
voured have been by wolves, as there were a 
great many in that vicinity; and I further state that 
no human flesh was eaten by any of our , al- 
bh God knows what we might ve done if we 
ve found a human body on our weary march 
the snow day after day, after we were left 

by Fremont.

The wife of John E. Hutton, recently a Con- 
gressman from Mexico, Mo., is a niece of Mr. 
Breckenridge, she being a daughter of 
Minerva Breckenridge and James Gordon, 
who was formerty a Sheriff at St. Louis. Mr. 
Breckenridge is the youngest of ten children, 
some of whom are still Mving at a very old 


Again resuming his narrative, Mr. Breck- 
enridge said that he was the only one left of 
the old relief expedition. Bill Williams was 
later killed by the Indians, and Croitzfeldt 
met with a similar fate in the Gunnison ex- 
pedition. 

Mr. Breckenridge was one ofthe witnesses 
in the Freemont court martial proceedings at 
Washington. He saw the Bear flag raised in 
California. Thomas E. Breckenridge and 
Eugene Russell, who went with Freemont to 
California in 1645, were with him aiding the 
American settlers to establish their inde- 


pendence on the coast. They were in the first 
expedition to Los Angeles, going as far as 
San Diego. Afterwards they were with Fre- 
mont, in the second expedition to Los Angeles 
from the vicinity of Monterey, in the winter 
of 1846-47. In August. 184, after the first 
conquest of Los Angeles, Breckenridge and 
Russell returned to the North under Fre- 
mont, but at Santa Barbara he left them, 
with eight others as a garrison, the other 
eight being Theodore Talbot, Charles Scriv- 
ner, the Indian lad, William Chinook, Mr. 
Durand, Joseph Stephens, Joseph Moulton, 
Francis Briggs anda Spaniard named Man- 
uel. About two weeks later news reached 
them of the insurrection at Los Angeles, and 
also that the insurgents were successful 
south at Santa Barbara. Soon after a 
mounted force of 150 Mexicans under the com- 
mand of Flores, demanded the surrender of 
this brave little band of Americans. This 
they refused to do, although some of the 
Americans at Santa Barbara advised them to 
yield, asescape was considered impossible. 
But in the moonlight they 
avoided the enemy and safely reached 
the mountains where they remained eight 
days, living on horse fiesh. The Mexicans 
tried to burn them out, and occasionally 
came near enough to enable the beseiged to 
getashotat them. They had hoped to es- 
cape by sea, but fafling im that they com- 
menced a perilous and circuitous journey of 
several hundred miles through the mountains 
andthe San Joaquin Valley and thirty-four 
days after leaving Santa Barbara they joined 
Fremont in the Monterey settlements. Eugene 
Russell also still lives and recently wrote Mr. 
Breckenridge a letter réferring to those thrill- 
ing scenes as follows, 5. the first corre- 
spondence between these comrades since 
1849, and the statements therein being in- 
dorsed by Mr. Breckenridge:

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SOME CHARACTERISTIC SAYINGS AND

As the time approaches for the jubilee of 
Archbishop Kenrick this always much dis- 
cussed Prelate, is more than ever the subject 
of conversation. His long and exemplary 
life, his devotion and his ascetic mode of liy- 
ing come in for their usual share of interest, 
and now the old Catholic citizens are busy 
delving in the storehouses of thelr memory 
for ancedotes and stories of His Grace 
in the long ago. So reserved and 
quiet has the Archbishop been and 80 
secluded his lite that the stories 
are not numerous, as in the usual cases of 
great men, but still there are many simp e 
ones, that tell the character of the grand 
old man of Missouri, a title originated for 
bim in the SUNDAY Post-DISPATOH, and 
which has nowcome to be regarded as the 
favorite term for him in the press throughout 
the country. In nearly every incident, there 


is something to tell of his great firmness, and — 


of the,simplicity that is the index of his mind, 
and of the generosity which is so conspicu- 
ous a trait in his nature. 

Once in his later years, when a call was 
made one night at the cathedral for one of 
the priests to come and baptize A dying baby, 
they were all away on their sick calls. The 
archbishop, learning this, called in his faith- 
ful servant, Dennis, to ‘‘bring him his boots, 
that he would go. Shure, ye can’t, yer 
Grace, said the old man, it's too late; I 
will go.“ But Dennis, said the Arch. 
bishop, vou can’t administer baptism.’’ 
‘Shure, any one can baptize a baby in 
danger of death, said the good old servant. 
However, Dennis didn’t go and the Arch- 
bishop did. 

Of his humility another incident was told 
me the other day by one of the clergymen 
who years ago had accompanied His Grace 
to Jefferson City, where they were obiiged to 
remain ten days, and then with a good many 
of the priests of that city, pro- 
ceeded to California, Mo., where 
the Archbishop dedicated a church, 
preached twice that day and then pro- 
ceeded homeware. The St. Louis clergyman 
had charteredacar for the accomodation of 
the party, especially as new priests had 
joined them, when he missed the Archbishop 
and saw him seated unobtrusively ina rear 
car — gency to an humble old Irish- 
woman, ng to him he said: Tour Grace,

So the narrator of the anecdote had to settle 
the matters by bringing the priests one by 
one in the modest car to in uce them to 
the distinguished prelate. 

HE WAS A PEACEMAKER.

As soon as she had 
made up her mind to this the Baroness drove

The following narrative, which shows the 
birth and growth of the intimacy between 
the two, reposes for its facts upon the letters 
written by Marie to an intimate friend and 
on oral statements and confessions made by 
her femme de chambre, the truth of which 
cannot be disputed. 

PART PLAYED BY THE COUNTESS. 

Baronne Marie would never have become 
personally acquainted with Prince Rudolph, 
would never have had secret interviews with 
him, and the terrible denouement would 
have never taken place if the Countess Larish 
had not perpetrated the hateful deed of 
bringing the Prince and Marie together, un- 
known to the latter’s mother. After the first 
meeting, instead of rebuking Marie, Countess 
Larish became their intermediary. It was 
she who told the Prince that Marie loved 
him, she who handled the letters written by 
both Marie and the Prince, and finally she 
who, abusing the confidence placed in her by 
the mother, conducted the poor girl to the 
Imperial palace. There were meetings when 
Marie went out with the Countess 
Larish between 2and5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, or sometimés earlier, between 10:30 and 
1. According to letters that passed between 
Marie and her friend these meetings were 
rather frequent, and this would lead us to 
suppose that Countess Larish arranged a 
rendezvous with the Prince before calling for 
Marie. 

Nor did the Countess always accompany 
Marie to the Burg, but often left her behind 
at the Grand Hotel, where the hackney 
coachman, Bratfish, was awaiting her, and 
drove her to the Burg and back again. Upon 
one occasion Countess Larish went with her 
as far as the Lindengasse, where Bratfish 
was in attendance, and drove Marie alone to 
Schoenbrunn, bringing her back to the Lin- 
dengasse, where the Countess Larish was 
awaiting her return. 

On the evening of Jan. 4, while her mother 
was at the theater, Marie went out to meet 
tne Prince, but did nut have time to visit the 
Burg. Their interview took place on the 
Prater, and the Prince afterwards put in his 
appearance at the opera towards s o’clock. 
According to the femme de chambre, the lov- 
ers met a few days before in the same 
avenge in the presence of Countess Larish, 
although all their other interviews ar 
by the Countess took place at the 
Both the letters of Marie to her friends and 
her oral communications have already shown 


us that her love blinded her to ab- 
solute submission to the will of 
the Prince. At times her let- 


ters reflected melancholy and lurtzing 
ideas of suicide, butin her intercourse with 
her friends and her family she never allowed 
such somber ideas toappearon the surface; 
on the contrary, she displayed considerabie 
animal! spirits and exuberance. 

In her letters and her conversations the 
Prince was her all-pervading subject; the 
guiding star of her life, prized above all 
things. She wrote that without him she 
could not live, for he was her God, her all. 
She senttoher friend a copy ot a letter the 
Prince had written her m which he 
urged her to be prudent, for 
he could not live without her and he would 
be driven mad if anything occurred to pre- 
vent him seeing ber. The Prince’s letters 
filled her with joy and she seemed to be pos- 
sessed of a burning desire to communicate 
these letters to her friend, but 
Countess Larish always took them 
from her, in order, as she alleged, to prevent 
any imprudence with them on her part. In 
one letter she alludes toa gift by the Prince 
ofan engagement ring, on the inner circle of 
which was the following inscription: I. L. 
V. B. Z. TI. (in liebe vereinigt bis um tod). 
she did not quite understand the signif- 
cance of these letters until later, when the 
Prince explained that they meant united in 
love until death. Around her neck he en- 
circled a chain and jocket, the latter contain- 
ing asmall piece of linen stained with a 
drop of his own biood, and Marie excused her 
wearing of this trinket by telling her mother 
that it was a present from Countess Larish. 
From the moment he clasped it around her 
neck she never took it ot and it was buried 


with her. 
THE MOTHER’S WORDS. 

The mother blames the Countess Larish 
and concludes the tale as follows: What 
noble soul has passed away, or whether it is 
not more logical to suppose that the sprit of 
the Prince was of deep philosophy, deeming 
it superfluous to await the natural eobing 
of He, despising earthiy grandeur 
and riches and preferring to at once return 
to eternal glory. The young girl who en- 
tered the life of the Prince towards its end 
could not stem the current of his fixed ideas, 


or at any rate could not be accused 
of having caused his death—the 
death of him who made her his 


in death; she who had given 
herself to him, body and soul; she who could 
not live if he were dead; she for whom there 
could not de any alternative if he chose to 
but to die with him. This was her 


by death; no human mind can ever fathom 
the mystery that unfortunate man left behind 
him. Whatever may have been the motives 
that guided the Prince, beyond all doubt 
Marie, although full of submission to the will 
of her lover, must have done all in her power 
to rid ber mind of the idea of death; impelled 
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of truth to the vile accusations heaped upon 
her. The absolute necessity of giving the lie 
to these allegations, and clearing the char- 
acter of her daughter, as well as her own, 
has led the Baroness to expose the whole 
truth by publishing the above statement of 
facts. Certainly the poor girl, whose re- 
mains rest in the Heflgenkrez burial ground, 
sinned against the laws of God and man, but 
how dearly has she paid for her folly! 
MARIE’S LAST LETTER. 

The following are the words used by Marie 
when she wrote her last adieu to her mother 
and sister and brother, a few minutes before 
the tragedy took place, and ‘which were sent 
to the Baroness by the Emperor:

BANTERED FOR MONEY. 

An appendix is added to the volume, read- 
ing as follows: In order to expose fully the 
character of Countess Larish in its true light 
it is necessary to relate an incident that took 
place.

THE FLOWER OF THE ARTS OF CHINA AXD 
JAPAN, 
A particular feature of the Exposition this 
year is the displayof what Mr. S. A. Coale, 
Jr., designates, ‘“The flower of the arts of 
China and Japan. Though there are still 
many cases unpacked, and giass cases stand- 
ing empty toreceive the dainty treasures of 
art when taken from their various wrap- 
pings of straw, cotton wadding and tissue 
paper, there is still enough in place to give a 
clear idea of the completeness and superior 
character of the exhibit.

80 we willhave to wander 
aimlessly about among the glass Cases, each 
of which contains a fortune in matchiess 
wares, and frequentiy bestow only vague 
wonder where enthusiastic admiration is 
deserved. How many know that they 
have paused before the choicest work of 
some gifted Japanese or Chinese artist and 
secretly wondered whatever induced him 
to make it like that. One needs to know 
the meaning they would convey, the story 
they have to tell. Almost every igure intro- 
duced, of man, beast, bird or flower, has 
some symbolic interpretation, or some par- 
ticular thought to express. 

Besides, their work is almost invariably 
pervaded with a sense of the ludicrous and 
we are apt to mistake as a serious effort to 
express their comprehension of the beaatiful 
the humorous touches that enliven their art. 
We make the mistake of taking all the imag- 
inative, sportive fancies of the cunning little 
artists au serieux’’ and too often be lieve 
them sincere when they re funning.’’ 

They use mostly, in decorating their wares, 
naturally drawn flowers, birds and insects. 
Amongthe birds most represented are the 
stork, pheasant, a brilliantly plumaged duck, 
and many s 
chimerical bird ig a bird of Paradise having 
bright feathers and peacock’s tall. 

The love of flowers is the chief characteris. 
tic of tne Japanese, and they are introduced 
in every possible place, the favorite probably 
being the Imperial chrysanthemum. 

Nor do they scorn to represent the smaller 
species of animals, monkeys, dogs, cats, and 
fishes, the tortoise and cuttle fishes all af 
which are to be seen on the different wares of 
the Exposition display, carved, molded, or 
painted with nicest care. 

The human figure is always conventional- 
ized, the Japanese artists Knowing little of 
anatomy and perspective, and this is what 
renders many otherwise beautiful articles 
unattractive to the casual observer. The 
subjects that are most shown and need 
to be understood are the sacred mountain, 
Fusyama, a volcano which became extinct 
before history began, and the great dragon, 
having a long scaly body and four horribie 
feet. 

AMONG THE BRONZES. 

There special training is not required, that 
one may enjoy the beauty of form and mar- 
velous blending of the soft radiance of va- 
rious rich metals. Of course, a clear under- 
standing of the methods and o of the 
work adds immeasuraD to e interest 
taken in their marvels of casting, carvin 
and damascening, in their bronzes inial 
with designs U colored metals, 
but for some occult reason the 
bronzes claim an amount of attention that 
the priceless porcelains and fvories could 
never attract. Chief among them will be four 
large vases, companion pieces, though total- 
ly different in desi ne has in high relief 
modelling crysanthemum of gold. e stem 
ot the vase is surrounded by golden berries, 
while the base and large are inlaid 
with broad bands of silver. . 

Particularly lovely is a large, green bronze 
Vase with silver and gold lotus flowers, and 
airy flying insects for ornaments. 

The lid of a bronze box, that looks as if it 
would do splendid service asa mouchoir case, 
is ornamented with the trunk and one branch 
ofatree in silver. Bed autumn leaves 
bright enamel are spotted with tarnishe 
gold, while the heavy trunk, with rough 

with golden moss. 
Silver buds and birds are 
microscopic in exactness of detall. 
THE CHARMING LAOQUER WARE. 

Very beautiful and costly are the specimens 
shown of lacquer with fvory relief. Among 
the choicest lacquers shown are the avantu- 
rin, cinnabar and old-gold Darnols. An 
exquisite little thingis a smoking outfit. It 
isa dainty box, with tobacco-can, the lamp 
and ash-jar being repousse silver. Anyone 
would pronounce the little medicine- boxes 
(**invos’’) as too cate for anything. Ihere 
are half a dozen compartments, not an inch 
long, one above the other, but all joined to- 

ether in a manner that renders the juncture 

nvisible. 

The Japanese writing-cases are curious to 
see, all daintily decorated, with compart- 
ments arranged where the India ink is pre- 
pared, the water-bottleand brushes are kept. 

PRICELESS PORCELAINS. 

The cases of porcelains contain some of the 
costliest specimens of ceramicart. One case 
is devoted to porcelains in single color 
porcelains of China, and contains a little vase 
in the much discussed peach blow.“ A 
tiny ‘‘Hirado,’’ a plain white vase about four 
inches high, is 1 admired dy the 
connoisseur, but by others it would simply be 
considered ‘‘a little white vase that looks like 
curdled cream. 

THE IVORIES. 

Exquisite antiques, ‘‘netsukes,’’ superb 
tusks, ivory cabinets, dragons, etc. Par- 
ticularly noticeable are two mounted sec- 
tions of ivory tusks, one mass of high relief 
carving.

Army men are determined that it 
shall not apply to them. They have always 
strivento rescue veterans who may have 
fallen into this predicament, and have suc- 
ceeded in keeping the number of such in the 
St. Louis Poor-house down as low as possible. 
One reason why,at any given time, there 
should be any soldiers whatever in the Poor- 
house is that it takes time to examine 
into particular cases—for-not all afe ex-sol- 
diers who claim to be, and then, when one’s 
claim to have been a soldier is fully estab- 
lished, it usually takes twoor three months 
to effect a transfer to the Soldiers’ Home at 
Leavenworth. Local Grand Army men com- 
piain that under the red-tape, 
old fogy management at the Leavenworth 
Home, it is a work of extreme dit. 
ficulty ta get a comrade admitted to its shel- 
tering privileges; so it happens that old sol- 
diers, or those claiming to be such, drift 
into.S6t. Louis about as fast as they can be 
disposed of.

RACE FOR HOMES. 


The Plan to Place Negroes in Control of 
| the New Indian Lands. 


. 


The New Territory of the Sac and Fox 
Tribes to Be Opened for Settlement— 
Black Men Will Be a Faster in the 
Scramble for Farms and Town Lots 
Speculative Indians. 


Gurartz, O. T., Aug. D. — The opening of 
the new Indian lands heretofore known as 
the Sac and Fox and Iowa reservations, has 
caused an immigration that is mixed in every 
sense of the word. The home-seeker with 
his family can be met on every road leading 
east from this city. Whites and negroes camp 
together and are as peacable as it is possible 
for them to be. 

The settlers generally seem to be a thrifty 
and energetic class and are exceedingly 
anxious as to the day when they can cross 
the line and claim a homestead. At Lang- 
ston City, which is entirely populated by 
negroes, a scenaof activity prevails. Several 
stores, a Post-office, blacksmith shops, with 
other necessary industries, are in operation. 
Negroes living at Guthrie seem to be in a 
hurry to change to Langston City. A stage 
line with coaches leaving Guthrie at inter- 
vals of three hours during the day is taxed to 
its utmost capacity. Langston is located on 
a quarter section that adjoins the Iowa In- 
dian land: and is considered one of the best 
points for home settlers to start from, and 
as it is, and has been, in the hands 
of megro settlers, but few, if any, 
other than negroes will start from that point. 
A hewspaper is issued there, owned by Mr. 
McCabe, the Kansas negro candidate for 
Governor of Oklahoma. Mr. McCabe pur- 
chased the quarter section known as the 
langston City. townsite, and has dis- 
of posed the town lots to a very good advant- 
age. The printing press has been kept

this country as soon as Mr. Har- 
rison issues his proclamation de- 
claring the country open. White 
settiers are exercised as to the result. They 


seem timid and restiess;a kind of wonder- 
ment is noticeable in their every expression 
asto whetber an effort fora homestead will 
redound to their interest and the dividing 
line between Oklahoma and the country to 
be opened is occupied by anxious people. 
Their camp fires can be seen for a 
distance of sixty miles. The old boomer and 
bis violin making the night hideous can be 
met at intervais of every quarter of a mile, 
rendering the familiar Arkansas Trav- 
ler. That there will be a race between the 
white andthe negro for choice lands there 
no doubt, and that the Indian will act as 
timekeeper is evident. The latter ts already 
onthe claim that has been allotted as his 
land. 

To a certain extent the Indian has been 
educated as to the white man’s ways and 
shows a speculative disposition, and is ready 
to hold down a claim for the man that will 
put up the most money, whether he be black 
or white. This will cause trouble. There are 
home-seekers here who have for two years and 
over waited anxiously foran opportunity to 
enter these lands. They do not show a dis- 
position that is indicative ofa people that 
will be trified with. Reports are that a num- 
ber of town sites have already been laid out 
by people who are hiding in the lands. The 
Government officials have requested that the 
War Department dispatch two companies of 
cavalry to drive the sooners out. Whether 
this will be complied with or not is an open 
question. 

If the administration at Washington in- 
tends to treat all alike the impression here is 
that Gov. Steele’s recommendations will be 
adhered to, which would give ten days’ 
notice to settlers. If the issuing of the 
proclamation is delayed so iate that settlers 
will not be allowed to enter the lands and put 
up hay for the winter, there will certainly be 
a great loss of stock to those who willl not be 
able to purchase forage. 

Reports are that in the eastern line of the 
Sac and Fox and lowa Reservations (in the 
Creek Country) settlers are numerous, with 
negroes fr om Arkansas in excess of whites. 

All things are conspiring for the opening of 
the new lands under better conditions and 
regulations than Oklahoma was opened un- 
der. Yesterday Gov. Steele received a lot 
ter from Acting Commissioner Carter that 
te new maps of Oklahoma are being made 
as fast as possible aud were only delayed on 
account of the change of county lines. The 
moment these are fixed maps showing the 
county lines and county seats will be sent 


In this connection it is well to say that Gov. 
Steele is anxious that every matter regard - 
ing town sites shail be in such shape that 
there will not be any chance for general con- 
fusion and contests as the cities of Okla- 
homa have gone through. He has written a 
letter to the President, suggesting that the 
county seats be surveyed into lots and 
streets before the opening of the country, so 
that settlements can be made within lines 
of such and that parties taking lots may 
know the full extent of ther claim. The
